Protesters numbered barely 30 by 9:15 a.m., 
about an hour after the arrests were made. By

‘There were also about 20 reporters, -photogra- 
phers and TV cameramen present. » i

. Protesters began showing up around 6:40 a.m. 
“By 7:30 there were about ao provesters marching 
s}up and down Iowa and 2ist Streets. Granite City 
policemen began readying ‘‘flex cuffs,”’ plastic 
indeuffs resembling slotted trash bag ties. 
But by 8 a.m. there were about 200 protesters, 


who sang songs and carried placards. 

Two women drove onto the parking lot. As the: 
got out of their caf; a woman protester yelled, 
“Mama, don’t kill your baby.” The two women 
walked without incident through the open rear 
door of the clinic, by some of the 20 
volunteer escorts at the clinic. 


The escorts, who wore green vests identifying 
them as escorts, included women in their 20s, 30s 
and 50s, several men in their 20s and 30s and one 
man in his 60s.

‘Crime rate up slightly 


School superintendent 
owns derelict properties

VENICE — The City Council plans to ask Ven- 
ice School District 3 Superintendent Charles 
McCaskill why properties he owns are in dilapidat- 
ed condition. 

He is the landlord/owner of several derelict 
preserves in the 1000 block of Calhoun Street in 

jorth Venice. 

McCaskill resides in Edwardsville. 

Broken windows and doors are not boarded up, 
allowing children to enter them and play among 
the rubble, and weeds have grown up to three feet 
high, neighbors say. 

The properties are;a vacant house and garage at 
1010 Calhoun, a weedy vacant lots at 1025 and 
1031-33 Calhoun and’ a vacant house at 1019 Cal- 
houn. e . 

McCaskill also owns a vacant lot at 1026 Douglas 
St., where scrub trees grow 15 feet tall, combining 
with six-foot weeds to make an impenetrable tan- 


gle. 

Alderman Victor Valentine brought the matter 
up at the City Council meeting Tuesday, saying 
the condition of the properties poses a hazard to 
children. He said he had seen rats on them, too. 

“‘There’s kids in and out,” Valentine said. 
“Sooner or later, someone’s going to start a fire 


there.” 

Alderman John Henry Williams said derelict 
properties. pose a peewing (problem in Venice, He 
said the city needs to get tough on violators. 

“No other city in the universe has been as nice 
as _us,”’ Williams said. 

Mayor Tyrone Echols said he would ask McCas- 
kill to ap} r at the next council meeting. 

McCaskill said he and his brothers Earle and 
Randall had inherited the properties years ago. 

“We've been trying to. get rid of them for 
years,’’ McCaskill said. But he said they had been 
unable to find any buyers. 

He said somebody would be out to cut the weeds 
on Monday. - 

A derelict car sits behind the house at 1019 Cal- 


houn. 

““That’s been there at least 15 years,’’ McCaskill 
said. “If somebody wants to buy it, they could get 
it off of there.” 

McCaskill said that every time he boards up his 
derelict houses, somebody breaks in. 

“T don’t know what the solution is,”’ he said. 

Trash litters the back yard of 1010 Calhoun. Ger- 
trude-Young lives next door at 1008. Her house and 
yard are in exemplary shape. 

“] don’t. why he (McCaskill) doesn’t do some- 
thing about it,” Young said. 

Calhoun Street has several other derelict sites.

Haine was busy early Friday 
morning. 

He was about to supervise 
the release of nearly 35 anti- 
abortion demonstrators from 
the Madison County Jail in 
Edwardsville. Most had been 
there for seven days. 

The Madison County state’s 
ee, also was planninj 
the following. day when hun- 
dreds of protesters were expec- 
ted to gather once again out- 
side the Hope Clinic for Women 
in Granite City. 

“Being in the county jail is 
no picnic and I think they real- 
ize that. They've agreed to go 
home and stay there,’’ Haine 
said, meaning that the protest- 
ers were not to return to the 
‘clinic on Saturday. 

Mob action charges filed 
against demonstrators arrested 
July 29 and Aug. 1 at the Hope 
Clinic had been dropped, pav- 
ing the way for their release. 

'. “We have made an arrange- 
ment by which those still in jail 

ill enter an agreement allow- 
ing a conviction on charges of 
priminal trespass to property 
‘and/or obstructing a peace offi- 
ter. They will be credited with 
‘serving seven days of a 14-day 
‘entence in the county jail,” he 
said. 

“They also have agreed to go 
home and pay their fines,” 
Haine said. 

“(We have made an arrange- 
[ment with those already

:money,’? he said. Protesters 
‘freed on bond have posted bail 
amounts varying from $102 to

On Friday, he 
declined to state the technical 
problem, and on Saturday did 
not find it necessary to use the 
mob action charge. 

“As a law enforcement offi- 
cer I am not diverting from my 
oath of office nor of the oath of 
office of the police officers to 
uphold the law,”’ Haine said. 

Those forfeiting bonds and 
those with jail time will have a 
conviction on their record, he 
said. 

“This does not let them will- 
fully disobey the law. They 
have to realize they could be in 
violation of the law,’’ Haine 
said. 

The conduct of the demon- 
stratots, especially toward law 
officers, was watched closely 
Saturday, he said, particularly 
for any ‘protesters ‘“‘hassling”’ 
law officers or bystanders. 

A charge of battery against a 
demonstrator who allegedly 
struck or assaulted an eaaploy: 
ee of the clinic July 29 will not 
be dropped, Haine said. 

“This type of action is 
beyond the pale and will .be 
handled separately. This is 
more serious, a Class A misde- 
meanor, and this petson must 
face the music,” he said. 

“I am concerned with the 
physical well-being of the police 
officers who must be involved 
with the demonstrators. a 

“The strain of picking up 
limp bodies weighing between 
150 and 200 pounds — in this 
excessive heat is very hard for 
the officers,” Haine said. 


With release of the 70 demon- |- 


strators arrested at Hope Clinic 
on July 29 and Aug. 1, the Mad- 
ison County state’s’ attorney 
also was clearing the way for 
the many arrests that were 
expected Saturday morning. 

Haine and his staff were 
planning to be at the clinic yes- 
terday. Staff members were 
drafting a mob action charge 
that could be filed, he said. 

“We will have this option if 
demonstrators get out of hand 
and make life difficult for 
police.’’ 

Haine had said Wednesday he 
would not authorize the release 
of protesters already jailed 
until they fulfilled the require- 
ments of the law, which meant 
giving names and addresses.

“It’s hard to stay calm when I 
see patients getting accosted,” 
Morton said. 

She said patients had been call- 
ing,all morning asking what to do 
about the protesters. Some had 
come early before the protesters 
arrived. She said none of the 
patients had elected not to come 
and said many wanted to know 
what to do in the future to further 
the pro-choice cause.

‘Shag’ actors stifled by bad script 


There are several attractive, 
competent young actors in 
“Shag” (**%4) — Phoebe Cates, 
Scott Coffey, Bridget Fonda, 
Annabeth Gish, Page Hannah, 
and even Tyrone Power, Jr. But
